• The preliminary amendment filed 01/21/2005 has been entered. Claims 1-20 are currently pending 
with the application. 

• The examiner has considered the IDS filed 01/21/2005 and 05/03/2006 and the documents cited by 
the PCT.

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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The closest prior art by Haruyama et al (JP 10-147891) teaches a conductive composition 
containing titania-flakes coated with a first layer of Sn-Sb-oxide and a second layer of Sn02 (Abstract; 
Para-0020). The inherent presence of the flake size, flake thickness and the potassium content in the 
prior art composition could not be established with absolute certainty. DeLuca, Jr (US 6,706,109) teaches 
partly core free titania platelet pigments whose surfaces are coated with either colorless oxides such as 
tin oxide or colored oxides such as iron oxide (Cl-2, Ln 59-CI-3, Ln 27; CI-4, Ln 3-9). The claims are 
allowed over the unexpected superior data for the instant claimed compositions given in Table-3 of the 
specification (Pg-40) over their shape, size, thickness and the potassium content for the compositions. 
Prior art of record neither teaches nor fairly suggestive of applicant's composite flake of titania.
